Washington, Aug. 18.— President 
Wilson has laid his plan for averting 
the threatened railway strike before 
the eiQployva' coniiBlttM of 6ML 
Having found the managers' commit- 
tee adamant to his proposal that they 
accept the 8-hour day he appealed to 
the railroad preskl«ita and aaked 
them to come to the wliHe Hotne for 
ft conference. 

There la every indwation that if the 
nilroed preaMenta sustain their man- 
agers. President Wilson will appeal 
finally to the financial powers which 
control the roads, for it is his purpose 
to deal with the ultimate authority be- 
fore he gives np hia efforta. The 
president's plan which is expected to 
be formally accepted by the employes 
committee at a meettaig at 9 o'cloeli 
tomorrow morning propoaet: 

An 8-hour day as the basis for com- 
puting wages. 

Regukir pay at the 8-hour day rate 
for overtime.

m., at the home of his mother, Mrs 

N'annie West, on Twenty-First street, 
but failed in the opinion of the attend- 
ing physician, because the poison 
with whwh he attempted to poison 
himself was made up of strychnine, 
r<iut.'li-oM-rats and carbolic acid, and 
failed to kill him because the poisons 
neutralized the mixture and one 
counteracted the effect of another. 

Mr. West had been married to Miss 
Linnie Hayes only three months ago. 
When a doctor came to administer 
medicine he saul, "I want to die, I 
have nothing to live for." But later 
submitted to treatment and took the 
antidotes given him and did as direct* 
ed by the physician. 

Mr. Weet had worked at the Mogul 
Wagon Works for a number of years. 
Several weeks ago, it is said, a dis- 
pute between him and another work- 
man at the wagon factory had result- 
ed in his resigning his place there. 

Yesterday just before he took the 
mixture of poisons, his sister heard 
him fire two shots from the back 
yard. It ia not known what cauaed 
him to fire the shots.

"I'p to June 10th the fly had not 
I attacked my fertilized wheat, but had 
attacked the iinferliUzed wheat In 111'' 
aame field to andi an eitent that the 
drill rows whara ao fMtlUsar waa 
used appeared aa wagon roads actos* 
the field. At mt« timti tha flald acroaa 
the fence from mine had practically

It should not be taken that fertili- 
ser wlU kill the fly. It Isn't an in 
sectldde, bat It fulfills Its misnion 
when the increased health and vigor 
of the plantR reBults, and thus the 
fly turns to the weaker, sicklier plants 
to carry on the destruction. Sowing 
late will help avoid the fall brood, 
979 . i but no recourse other than having 
good strong healthy plants can be 
turned to bo that the spring brood

have issued special instructions to the 
Food and Drug inspectors to be par- 
ticularly alert for interstate shi|NB*nts 
or importations of medicines the 
makers of which allege that they will 
cure or alleviate this disease, for 
which, at the present time, no medi- 
cinal Osn is known. Ilie ofRdals 
also warn the public that any prepar- 
ation put on the market and offered 
for sale as being effective for the 
treatment of infantile paralysis should 
be looked upon with extrem* suspi- 
cion. Inspectors, accordingly, have ! 
been instructed to regard as suspici- 
dus and to collect sample* of all med- 
icines in inteistate commsrc* for 
which such chtims are made. Mak- 
ers of such fraudulent remedies will 
be vigorously prosecuted whenever 
the evidence warrants action under 
the Sherley Amendment to the Food 
and Drugs Act. So-called remedies 
for infantile paralysis which are of- 
fered for import into the country will 
tie denied *ntry.

"During the fall of 1915, the Chris- 
tian County Poultry Association was 
oflkially oraaniasd snd stqawere 
tsken towards stmdsrdizingtb* coun- 
ty in the raising of one particular 
breed and variety of poultry. Mr. 
Oeoifrey Morgan presided at this 
meeting snd Mr. Cbas. M. Meacham 
was elected president, and Dr. C. H. 

Ta luiv, vice president, .1. \V. Stowe, 
treasurer and B. D. Hill, secretary. 

"After serious consideration a de- 
cision was mad* ia tivor of the White 
Wyandotte which was adoj t >d. 

The names of prominent breeders 
of Wyandottea were secured through- 
oat K*Btaeky, Tonnsas** and ladtans 
and consignments of eggs were ship- 
ped directly to the agent in charge of 
poultry work. A tour of the county 
was made by the State agent, Mr. 
Chapin, and Mrs. Qrsves, county 
agent, to organize boys and girls from 
the ages of 10 to 18 into local poultry 
clubs. The schools in nine sections 
of tb* county arer* vktod and th* 
hearty support of tfi* mral teachers 
and the county superintendent flid 
much to further and encourage the 
movement 

"Ninety of the boys and girls en- 
rolled. Eighty have continued their 
membership and are raising White 
Wyandottes. Seventy-six have sent 
in r«port« r«latiYC to their stivcess in 
hatching and out of the 2.000 eggs 
distributed there are reported 1210 
chickens. 

"In purchasing these eggs acaolv 
consUeration was necessary, and to 
meet this condition the Planters' Bank 
& Trust Company, of Hopkinsville, 
off*r*d to I*nd to the boys and girls 
the money as club members who de- 
sired it until October 1, with no in- 
terest, taking their personal notes for 
the amount desired, provkied that 
they gav* thair chicks careful person- 
I al sttention, and abide by the rules of 
the County Poultry Association, and 
that out of each brood they agree to 
save at least one cockerel and ten pul- 
lets, in order to propagate the breed 
with a viewtostsndanlUaffCkristian 
county. 

"To promote further interest in the 
movement the Acme Mills Comps- 
ny, of Hopkinsville, proposed that 
they supply Wyandotte eggs to adults ' 
with the promise that out of each set-
